Now abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but the greatest of these 
ts charity (love). 1 Cor. 13:13. 


Paul’s statement that love is greater than faith and hope is intended 
as an expression of the permanence, or eternal duration of love. Faith, being 
limited as to time in comparison with love, ranks beneath it for the reason 
of this temporary duration. With the same right I might say that the 
kingdom of Christ is greater upon earth than was Christ. Thereby I do not 
mean that the Church in itself is better and of higher rank than Christ, but 
merely that it covers a greater part of the earth than He compassed; for He 
was here but three years, and those He spent in a limited sphere, whereas 
His Kingdom has been from the beginning and is coextensive with the 
earth. In this sense, love is longer and broader than either faith or hope. 
Faith deals with God merely in the heart and in this life, whereas the rela- 
tions of love both to God and the whole world are eternal. Nevertheless, as 
Christ is immeasurably better and higher and more precious than the 
Christian Church, altho we behold Him moving within smaller limits and as 
a mere individual, so is faith better, higher and more precious than love, 
tho its duration is limited and it has God alone for its object. 


Paul’s purpose in thus extolling love is to deal a blow to false teachers 
and to bring to naught their boasts about faith and other gifts when love is 
lacking. He means to say: If we possess not love (charity), which abides 
forever, all else of which you boast being perishable, ye will perish with it. 
_ While the Word of God and spiritual gifts are eternal, yet the external office 
and proclamation of the Word, and likewise the employment of gifts in 
their variety, shall have an end, and thus your glory and pride shall become 
as ashes. So then faith justifies thru the Word and produces love. But while 
both Word and faith shall pass away, righteousness and love, which they 
effect, abide forever; just as a building erected by the aid of scaffolding re- 
mains after the scaffolding has been removed. Love gives and blesses the 
neighbor, as a result of faith, and it shall never be done away. 
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Thirty-Five Years of Progress 


The story of the Irving Park Lutheran Church is one that is romantic 
from its very beginning. Organized as it was on the evening of December 
30, 1903, in the home of Mr. and Mrs. L. M. Nelson, residing at the south- 
west corner of Harding and Belle Plaine Avenues, the congregation, on the 
30th of December this year, will commemorate the Thirty-Fifth Anniversary 
with a birthday gathering for fellowship and thanksgiving. 


The first five years of the congregational life were years of mingled 
experiences of both joy and sorrow. There was a question in the mind of 
many whether the “child” would live. At five years of age the young con- 
gregation took on a new lease of life, and looking back over the statistics 
covering the last thirty years we find that there has been one continual 
growth, thanks to the fine loyalty of a majority of the church members and 
the blessing of God that has rested upon her. 


Every congregation develops a personality of its own. There are no two 
congregations alike, just as there are no two persons alike. These person- 
alities, we dare say, are God-given, for they portray the inner soul and life, 
the thinking and direction, and the interest and talent which God has placed 
in that part of His body which forms the local congregation. The Irving 
Park Lutheran Church has a personality of its own. It differs from any 
other church, just as other churches differ from ours. There has always 
been a spirit of progression and a willingness on the part of a wide awake 
leadership to step out, and a faith in God and man which, thruout all these 
many years, has ever been its source of strength. 

While the Irving Park Lutheran Church to-day is a community church, 
it is also much more than that. Its membership was originally from only 
the community, and many were within walking distance. To-day, however, 
its membership reaches out all over the north and west sides. The automo- 
biles parked around the church on Sunday mornings bear such license tags 
as Evanston, Oak Park, Park Ridge, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, Liberty- 
ville, etc., etc., showing that our members drive in from the outlying suburbs 
to be present at our church services. Regardless of this, there is a feeling of 
neighborliness, and when we adopted the slogan, “The Church With the 
Friendly Spirit,” it was with the thot in mind that, regardless of a growth 
in numbers, we must never lose that personal touch of fellowship which is 
always to be found in a smaller group. 


It is, therefor, that our congregation is divided into ninety-four smaller 
groups with a commissioner at the head of each. The object of these groups 
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is simply that of keeping alive the spirit of fellowship thru personal contact 
in the home, in society, at church services and such functions as the con- 
gregation arranges for from time to time. Our desire and aim is that every 
member be active, and to be active it is necessary to be interested. 

The future of the Irving Park Lutheran Church, with its present-time 
organization, should be a bright one, and with the new equipment that is 
being added from time to time and the fine interest and spirit of loyalty 
manifested thruout all of its organizations, the next fifteen years, bringing us 
to the fiftieth anniversary, should show marked progress. 

In it all, however, the most important is not the material and physical 
set-up, but that the Word of God be preached in its purity, that the standard 
of Jesus Christ be held high, that the cross become the center of our thots, 
and that the atonement in Christ the Saviour be manifested to the salvation 
of souls unto the eternal Kingdom. Unto this end may our congregation 


live, work and prosper! 
The Staff 


Mivprep E. Bocren 


While our volunteer workers are many and willing, it is necessary that 
a church of our size have a staff of men and women who give all of their 
time to the planning and direction of the work. The Irving Park Lutheran 
Church has a volunteer staff of well nigh 300 workers. The paid staff con- 
sists of the following: 

The Pastor, Dr. Joshua Oden, who came to the congregation on July 4, 
1908, and has now served for thirty years; 

Miss Mildred E. Bogren, Pastor’s and Office Secretary, who was added 
as a paid worker on September 7, 1920; 

Mr. Harry T. Carlson, organist and director of music, who joined our 
ranks on October 1, 1921; 

Mr. Carl M. Andersen, our sexton and custodian, who began his work 
-at 8 o’clock on Monday morning, May 9, 1926; 


Miss Edna V. Magnuson, parish visitor and director of religious educa- 


tion, whose stay dates back to September 1, 1928; 

Rey. Philip Thelander, who has assisted in full time service, and now in 
part time, over a period of seven years; 

Mrs. Laura Atkinson, who has been the director of advertising of “The 
Irving Park Lutheran Church Tidings” since October, 1931; 


Mrs. Mary Wagner, housekeeper since May 1, 1937; 
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Mrs. Sophia Swanstrom Young, our Director of Religious Drama, since 
October, 1937; 

Mr. Paul Lorimer, who, serving his theological interne year, began his 
work in Irving Park on June 2, 1938; 

Mr. C. H. Anderson, who was elected by the Board of Regents to fill the 
new office of Director of Finance, created by the congregation at its annual 
meeting on October 6, 1938. 


A more loyal staff will be difficult to find. Where others are putting 
in forty-hour weeks at their work, it is not unusual for members of our staff 
to put in from eighty to ninety hours a week—and willingly do they do this. 

A part of the staff meets every Tuesday morning for a review of the _ 
previous week’s work and the planning of the program for the following — 
week. 

The Pastor, during each summer’s vacation, works out a program of 
activities for the year, and goals are carefully set and in most cases accom- 
plished. The program of the Irving Park Lutheran Church is not a hap- 
hazard one, but one that moves steadily onward as God gives strength and 
opportunity. 

Our congregation is fortunate in having a staff of such fine and highly 
trained men and women, and these workers are grateful for the privilege of 
serving and giving of themselves. They appreciate the fine co-operation of 
the Boards, and the splendid assistance of the leadership in the various so- 


cieties. 
Pp Leblicity 


The “Irving Park Lutheran Church Tidings” is the house organ of the 
church. Each year ten issues are sent out, each one containing the history 
of the work accomplished during the previous month, and announcements 
with reference to coming events. By means of the “Tidings” our congrega- 
tion is kept informed of the work that is being done from week to week, 
but it is also making and conserving history, for the “Tidings” is the store- 
house of much information which would otherwise easily be lost. 

The congregation has published the “Tidings” thru the Board of Re- 
gents. Last year, however, the Board of Trustees took upon itself the 
responsibility for the management of the publication, calling Mrs. Laura 
Atkinson, who had served as business manager for a number of years, to act 
in the capacity of Director of Advertising. Her tireless efforts have made the 
“Tidings” financially able to carry itself so that it has not been a liability 
to the congregation. Even tho the congregation should be compelled to make 
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a contribution toward the publishing of the “Tidings,” this expenditure 
would be well worth while. We are, therefore, very happy that the work of 
Mrs. Atkinson has made it possible for the “Tidings” to carry itself. Pastor 
and Miss Bogren have edited this monthly sheet. Societies have their report- 
ers who each month send in items of interest and such notices as should 
have a wider publicity. 

The National Religious Press has printed our “Tidings” for a number 
of years, but Hamlander Brothers took over the printing with the November, 
1938, issue. Their fine, efficient and artistic work has enhanced the value 
of the “Tidings” until we think we have one of the best printed congrega- 
tional papers. 

We also publish a four-page weekly Bulletin containing the program 
for the Sunday services, announcements for the week and such other items 
of interest, calling our attention to coming events, etc., as the week may 
call for. Both the “Tidings” and the Bulletin are appreciated by our mem- 
bership. Many have kept these “Tidings” and Bulletins from year to year 
and have had them bound. 

Irving Park has always been fortunate in her publicity. Many of us will 
remember the heroic contribution of Mr. Harold F. Johnson and the beautiful 
printing which he gave to the church. We keep this as one of the beautiful 
memories of our formative period. 


From the office there is sent out each month a congregational letter thru 
which our membership is kept informed of income and outlay, of our fin- 
_ancial status, as well as the special programs and services which are being 
conducted from time to time. That our people appreciate this has been shown 
by the increased contributions which have been made. 


We are grateful to the Northwest News, the Chicago Tribune, the 
Chicago Daily News, the Swedish American Tribune and other papers, for 
their generosity in giving us publicity. The best publicity, however, is that 
of our membership as they publicize the work of the church from week to 
week among their friends and acquaintances. 


We are also fortunate in having equipment and artistic ability among 
the staff for the making of posters, etc., which are placed on display from 


time to time. 
Eerdl of Kegonts 


The Board of Regents of the Irving Park Lutheran Church is unique 
in that it is the only “Board of Administration” of its kind in the Augustana 
Synod. It is composed of the Board of Deacons, the Board of Trustees, and 
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the Board of Stewards, and occasionally the Board of Deaconesses, (or Parish 
Visitors) also sits in. This makes a group of forty-eight men and women 
who, directly, officially, and because of their consecration are deeply inter- 
ested in the welfare of the church. 


The Board meets the second Wednesday of each month when reports 
from each of its constituent Boards are presented, and matters of general 
interest are debated into the clear. 


The Irving Park Lutheran Church Board has never been composed of 
“yes men.” We encourage the expression of opinion even to that of con- 
troversy at times, but when a matter has been settled, the Board has always 
shown a fine “esprit de corps,” and has worked together toward the common 
end of the welfare of the church. | 


The Pastor is ex officio president of the Board, and during the anniver- 
sary year, Mr. E. T. Stille has served as vice chairman, and Mr. Arthur C. 
Swanlund as secretary. Mr. E. T. Stille has been elected as vice chairman 
for the year 1939. 


Any pastor would have reason to feel proud of a Board of this kind and 
size, for there is wonderful comfort in knowing that back of any undertaking 
there are forty-eight who have loyally pledged themselves to a wholehearted 


support.

The Board of Deacons, or, as it is officially known, the Church Council, 
is the religious and spiritual governing body of the Church. Under its juris- 
diction falls the watchful guidance and regulation of the Church School, the 
summer vacation school, the calling on the sick, the conducting of the 
church services, as well as other activities in which the spiritual stress and 
emphasis is laid. Its members are responsible for and must see to it that 
all social and entertainment gatherings are within and in accordance with 
the rulings of the church. 


Our present Board of Deacons is a credit to our congregation. The men 
are all spiritual-minded, and of fine, consecrated, Christian character. In 
addition to the duties above mentioned, they have looked to our destitute 
families and individuals, rendered financial help where necessary, have given 
themselves to the raising of missionary funds, have visited shut-ins reading 
selected passages from the Book of books and receiving and giving testi- 
monies of a personal Christian experience in life. They have prayed with 
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the sick and led their minds to God our Father and our Redeemer, Jesus 
Christ. They have pointed to Him as being an ever-present help in time of 
trouble. 

Our Board of Deacons is also responsible for approving applicants for 
membership in our church. To be a member of the Board of Deacons, there- 
fore, is a keen responsibility. The constitution of the congregation makes 
the Board of Deacons the board of education for the church. Therefore, it 
carefully watches the development of the religious education of our children 
and youth, and the superintendent of the Church School is a member. 


The Board meets once a month at the home of one of its members, 
where, in addition to the rather wide scope of business which it is called upon 
to discuss and conduct pertaining to the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God, 
time is always found for fine social moments together around the table, where 

the host and hostess set forth the dainties that have been prepared. 


As we now celebrate our Thirty-Fifth Anniversary, we naturally look 
back upon the history of our work and Board, but it is especially in these 
last ten years that we are more particularly interested at this time. During 
this decade about one hundred men of the church have served on the Board. 
In this ten-year period many experiences have been ours. Some of our 
Deacons have gone to their reward. 


May we so live and carry on the work set before us that the future days 
might be as happy and beautiful as have the past, and that the Lord may 
say to us, “Well done, good and faithful servant; thou hast been faithful over 
a few things, I will set thee over many things; enter thou into the joy of 
thy lord.” 

The Pastor is the chairman of the Board of Deacons, and during the 
anniversary year Mr. F. Edward Chindblom has served as vice chairman, 
Mr. Arthur L. Johnson as secretary, Mr. Carl Carlson as mission secretary. 
The Altar Committee has consisted of Mr. Emil F. Stubenrauch, Mr. Arthur 
Swanlund and Mr. Chindblom. Mr. Carl Johnson, and Mr. Folke B. Goran- 
son have constituted the Hymn Board Committee, and the Charity Com- 
- mittee has consisted of Mr. E. G. Lindstrand, Mr. George P. Traxel and 
Mr. E. G. Anderson. The above named together with Mr. Arthur E. Johnson 
and Mr. George G. Rieker have constituted the membership of the Board 
of Deacons.

Because the Board of Trustees deals with the temporal and material 
things, those things which can be seen, there is a certain glamor and interest 
in this Board which no other phase of our church work can hold forth. The 
Board of Trustees has been privileged to give itself unstintedly to the ma- 
terial development of the church during these thirty-five years, and its record 
is one that reflects a careful, conscientious and forward-looking leadership. 

While it must now account for thousands upon thousands of dollars 
each year, the beginning of its work in the history of our church was meagre 
indeed. Starting with a small Board consisting of three men, namely Mr. 
L. M. Nelson, Mr. E. T. Carlson and Mr. John C. Lundin, the membership 
has been increased from time to time—first three, then six, then nine, and 
to-day twelve men. The men who served on the Board during the Anni- 
versary Year are: Mr. Adolf Fors, chairman; Mr. E. T. Stille, vice Chairman;

The Board of Trustees has a very important function in the church, as 
it must watch over the real and personal property, and carefully preserve all 
deeds and other valuable documents The Trustees are jointly and severally 
responsible to the congregation for all monies and other property belonging 
to the congregation. It is their duty to so organize the work that adequate 
funds are on hand for the pursuing of an ever-growing program and the 
adequately carrying thru of the same. For this purpose they are continually 
pursuing a program of enlightenment, education and information among 
the membership, the result of which has been most gratifying. Our mem- 
bership has liberally subscribed in their yearly pledges and given most 
heartily to the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God. 


The Trustees meet every Monday night. They count and record the 
offerings of the previous week. Matters of importance which cannot be held 
over to the regular monthly meeting are then also discussed, but seldom is a 
matter concluded except at the regular monthly meeting. This meeting is 
held on the first Wednesday of each month, and is usually preceded with a 
dinner at the home of one of the members of the Board. These dinners

The financial secretary’s and treasurer’s reports are always presented in 
mimeographed form, and any member of the church may procure a copy 
for any month by asking for it. Some of these reports are real C.P.A. reports. 


The Board of Trustees has a premise committee which looks after the 
church property, and a financing committee which carefully thinks thru the 
budget, and now, with the addition of a Director of Finance, the work is 
carefully planned and executed. There are no slipshod methods employed 
by our Board of Trustees. It is businesslike in all its endeavors. 


Under the supervision of our Board of Trustees the Educational Build- 
ing was erected and dedicated on April 25, 1937. This building provides 
place for our Church School and young people’s activities, drama presenta- 
tions, dinners, etc., etc. The Trustees wish to acknowledge the fine coopera- 
tion of the Societies, especially the Ladies Society, the Dorcas Guild, the 
Ruth Circle, the Brotherhood and the Luther Leagues, for assisting in the 
equipment of the building. 

To the congregation the Board would want to say that it is grateful for 
the fine cooperation, the deep interest and the sacrificial love that so many 
of the members are continually showing in the work. 

The Board also wishes to acknowledge the fine leadership of our Pastor, 
Dr. Joshua Oden. One does not fully reap the full value of the work of 
our Pastor until one has an opportunity to serve on the Board of Regents. 
Our church has reached a position of leadership in its stepping out and do- 
ing things just a little differently from others, and with the cooperation of 
our membership and the help of God it shall continue to do so in the future.

The congregation is divided into ninety-four groups with a commissioner 
at the head of each, as set forth below. The object of this plan is to knit the 
membership closer together and to make it possible for individuals and 
families to know one another. Each group consists of ten families, with a 
commissioner at the head. The duties of the commissioners are: 

1. To become acquainted with each family, and as far as possible, each 
individual, in the group. 

2. To encourage church attendance. 
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3. To disseminate information with reference to the church program, 
services, and special items of interest that should be broadcast. 

4. 'To check on church attendance, and to ascertain if possible reasons 
for any irregularity. 

5. To report to the Church Office cases of sickness or stress. 

6. To spread the gospel of good cheer, and to recognize at services, 
social gatherings, etc., the members of the respective groups, making them 
acquainted with the members of the same and other groups. 

7. To, if practicable, deliver the Tidings from month to month, as well 
as such other literature as may be given to the commissioners for distribution.

“A chain is as strong as its weakest link.” The strength of any or- 
ganization, be it governmental, commercial or charitable, is only as strong 
as the weakest department in that organization. In the Church this is as true 
as in any commercial enterprise. Each division of the Church must always 
be actuated by high standards of ethics and performance, whether it be the 
preaching of the Word or its fulfillment in deed. If the Church is to con- 
__ tinue its growth, the giving of time and financial means must be carefully 
planned and conscientiously executed in the same degree that our Pastor 
prepares his sermons, and our Directors of Religious Education, Music and 
Drama, give to the conducting of their respective programs. Our financial 
program must keep pace with the other divisions of the Church. 


The staff of the Church is justly entitled to compensation for not only 
their present services, but also in some measure for the amount of time, 
money and energy spent in preparation and training. In order to support 
them in this work it is necessary for us to have the physical set-up consisting 
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of buildings, light, heat, equipment, etc., and the better tools we can put 
into their hands, the more efficient and better work have we a right to expect. 

Jesus, said, “I must be about my Father’s business.” The business of 
the Church is a substantial one. Since our congregation was organized in 
1903, there has been a total of $670,441.65 received for the support of the 
program of Jesus Christ. Certainly the Lord’s business is not a small one 
even as far as our local work is concerned. Our God does His business 
with much care and planning as He organizes the work of nature, be it a 
blade of grass, an oak tree, or the mighty universe of the heavens. Can we 
as stewards endeavor to promote the business of the Church with less degree 
of efficiency? 

The financial program of our congregation has not always been taken 
fully to heart on the part of our membership. A few have shouldered heavy 
responsibilities, others have shirked them? As we look back over the records 
of the past thirty-five years, we find that we have had our mountain peaks 
and our valleys. As members we have at times lacked faith in supporting 
the financial program commensurate with the growth of our church. At 
times we have feared our financial obligations. This was especially true 
during the devastating experiences of the recent depression and recession. 
We seemed to forget that our God is the Creator of the world, and that He 
is the owner of the rich deposits of silver and gold. We seemed to forget 
that “all things are possible unto them that love the Lord.” If our founders 
had lacked vision and faith to begin back there on the 30th day of December, 
1903, what a tremendous loss the Church of Jesus Christ would have sus- 
tained locally! 

In 1917 we dedicated the present church building. In 1933 we realized 
the need for additional space for the Church School. We hesitated because 
general business conditions were unsatisfactory. Supposing that we look at 
this project from only a financial viewpoint, and forget the spiritual loss 
that we might have sustained had we not built. The total income for the 
church dropped from $26,000 in 1932 to $14,000 in 1933, the lowest point 
during the last ten-year period. In 1934 the congregation had faith enough 
to plan a building program. Note the result. The total income increased to 
$22,000. In 1935 we debated whether or not we should go ahead, and our 
income dropped to $19,500. In 1936 we agreed to the erection of our Edu- 
cational Building, with the result that in 1936 our income again climbed to 
$22,500, and since that year it has consistently increased, to $25,000 in 1937, 
and $29,000 in 1938. This is within $1,000 of the ten-year peak. 

The above is cold statistics, but there were greater gains from a spiritual 
point of view. Our Church School is well housed. The various departments 
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EDUCATIONAL BUILDING 
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have temporarily adequate space. Because of this our class work is more 
efficient, and better carried on. This new building made possible adequate 
space and equipment for the presentation of religious dramatic services. It 
gave us space and equipment for the athletic program of our young people. 
In the erection of our Educational Building we have an example of the 
financial program of the Church supporting the spiritual program. An in- 
teresting chart could be prepared could we but measure the value in spiritual 
terms. 


We know, however, that the value of the human soul cannot be measured 
in dollars and cents. When Jesus said, “What shall it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul?”, He made it clear that the spiritual 
values are far above the material values. Yet Jesus never objected to the ac- 
cumulation of money for lasting investments. What Jesus criticized was the 
accumulation of money for oneself. He said, “Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures on earth.” He did not speak against the laying up of treasures, for 
Jesus knew that the accumulation of money was necessary for the providing 
of capital to build churches, hospitals, schools, railroads, factories, etc. Note 
the advice of Jesus—“Lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where moth 
and rust do not destroy, and where thieves do not break in and steal.” “Be 
thrifty, and accumulate, but do it in the best interests of your family, your 
friends, your neighbors, your community, your Church, your countrymen, 
and the entire world, that all may be healthier, happier and more prosperous” 
—is the advice which Jesus would give us. By following such advice one 
would make enduring investments where moth and rust would not corrupt 
and which thieves could not steal. It has been said that “all we can keep is 
what we give away.” When we give toward the support of the Kingdom 
of Jesus Christ, we are investing our funds where the capital is never de- 
preciated or lost, and dividends never cease. We invest in not only our own 
church, but in the maintenance of hospitals for the sick, homes for the aged 
and foundlings, and in the preaching of the Word to those who sit in dark- 
ness. But more than that, our investment becomes one of eternal value and 

will never go down in value upon the markets of God. 


What greater returns would we want than to know that we have helped 
to make possible the services to others less fortunate? Have our investments 
of 1929 and preceding years in the commercial world brot us as large divi- 
dends as the time and money we contributed to the Church and other 
charitable institutions ? 


“Seek ye first the Kingdom of God,” says Jesus. Shall we translate this 
and say, “Invest ye first in the Kingdom of God, and all things will be added 
to you.” 
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The membership of the Irving Park Lutheran Church must have be- 
lieved in the Church or they would not have invested three-quarters of a 
million dollars in promoting the Militant Church of God. May we who have 
inherited these “sound investments” not fail to conserve and add to the

Our Board of Stewards is unique in the Augustana Synod. Its organiza- 
tion came as a natural trend in the development of our work. The Board 
of Deacons is charged with the spiritual welfare, the Board of Trustees 
carefully looks after the material, but there is another field which in most 
churches, as is true in ours also, is sadly neglected. This field is that of the 
social and athletic activities. It was as an organizational “football,” kicked 
hither and thither, without anyone feeling the responsibility for it. It was 
to safeguard this part of our work and to study the situation and find a 
solution, that Dr. Oden called a group of men together, with the result that 
a program was formulated which, when presented to the congregation in 
1929, was adopted. Twelve men were elected to this Board, for which our 
pastor suggested the name of “Stewards.” 


The Board began to find itself during the first year or two of its exist- 
ence. It found that the challenge was a real one. The social activities of the 
church must be carefully guided, and the athletic program of our boys and 
girls given careful consideration. The ushering at the Church services and 
other functions was added to the program of the Stewards. To-day the 
Board of Stewards is an integral part of our Board of Regents. It has been 
fully accepted by not only the congregation, but also by the Boards of Deacons 
and Trustees, as a very essential part of our program. 


Committees within the Board are the social, athletic and Scouting. The ~ 


social committee is in charge of all social affairs, and of course, may call upon 
the rest of the Board for assistance. The athletic committee is responsible 
to the Board of Stewards for the athletics within the church. The basket- 
ball, volley ball, baseball, soft ball, badminton teams, etc., are all under the 
supervision of this committee. The Scout committee of the Board of Stew- 
ards is the official one of the church, and under its supervision the Boy Scout 
troops and the Cub Scouts are being conducted. 

One of the achievements over which the Board of Stewards is justly 
happy is that of the congregational outing of 1938. The challenge of the 
congregation was accepted with much enthusiasm, and the picnic proved to 
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be one to which the Stewards can look back with great pride. The co- 
operation of the other Boards, societies and the Church School made this an 
outstanding event which will not soon be forgotten. 


The Board of Stewards is a sort of trying ground for new recruits. The 
men who prove themselves faithful and capable in this group are generally 
promoted to the Board of Trustees or Board of Deacons, and out of it has 
come some of our finest leadership in these two groups as well as other 
branches of our work.

During the early days of the congregation a great deal of the parish 
visiting was done by members of the Ladies Society. These faithful workers 
called on the sick and shut-in members of the church, and made every effort 
to add to its membership. 


Three groups for various branches of the parish visitation were ap- 
pointed in 1928, and for a year cared for this phase of our work. They were 
the Friendly Volunteers who called on members of the congregation, the 
Friendly Visitors who visited prospective members, and the Friendly Com- 
mittee which welcomed visitors at church services. 

In October, 1932, the first regular Board of Parish Visitors was elected 
at the annual congregational meeting, of which Mrs. Charlotte Lindgren 
_ was made chairman, and Mrs. Eva Goranson, secretary. Since then twelve 
women have been elected on this Board each year. They have held regular 
monthly meetings at the homes of the members, and have had a regular 
program of parish visitation under the leadership of Miss Edna Magnuson, 
and the extending of the hand of fellowship at church services. Some three 
hundred calls a year are made by this group.

In giving the resume of the history of our Church School during the 
past ten years, one recognizes the importance of the splendid work that 
was done in the previous twenty-five years of its existence. It is significant 
that the history of our church begins with the desire for a Sunday School by 
some of the Lutheran families of this community. Fruit-bearing Christians 
from the old Immanuel Church came to supply that need. The work began 
—and so on thru the years, Christian growth, as it is fostered in the Church 
School, has ever been considered important in the program of our church. 


Our Church School is one of God’s gardens of growing plants. Mrs. 
Lillian Sterrett, who watches over the 159 tender plants in our Cradle Roll, 
remembers their birthdays with our wishes for birthday blessings, and invites 
them to our Church School as soon as they are old enough to come. 

In that part of our garden that meets each Sunday morning for study 
and worship, there are 585 plants of varying ages. Here are those who want 
to grow and who avail themselves of the help that the Church School can 
give. They are in varying stages of development, from the youngest who 
have just begun the Christian way of life, to those whose fruit-bearing lives 
show signs of ripening maturity. 

In the fall of 1930, a new department was added to our Church School— 
the Nursery Department, under the leadership then of Miss Dorothy Schye 
(now Mrs. Betts). In this group are the two- and three-year olds who come 
for their simple, beginning lessons in group worship and in the Christian 
way of living with others of their own age. The interest shown in this 
department proves that it is meeting a real need. 

Our Heavenly Father, the true husbandman, has many faithful assistant 
gardeners among our sixty-five teachers and officers. Our departmental su- 
perintendents are: 

Senior—Mr. Edward R. Johnson and Mr. Paul A. Lorimer. 

Confirmation—Mr. Arthur E. Johnson. 

Intermediate—Mr. Joshua Oden Jr.

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Mr. A. S. Elmlund is chairman of the Church School Board of Trustees; 
Mr. Lloyd B. Dahlin is general secretary, and Mr. George A. Larson is gen- 
eral superintendent. During the past ten years the following have served 
as general superintendents: Mr. C. H. Anderson, Mr. Einar Carlson, Mr. 
Norman M. C. Olsen and Mr. George P. Traxel. 


Teachers and officers who have been connected with the work during 
the entire past ten years and those who have had even longer terms of service 
are: Mrs Mabel Swanlund (24 years), Mr. Arthur Swanlund (19 years), Mr. 
Carl Carlson (19 years), Miss Hilda Edstrom (22 years), Mrs. Laura Atkin- 
son (17 years), Miss Dorothy Johnson (15 years), Mr. Arthur E. Johnson 
(12 years), Mr. C. H. Anderson (11 years), Mrs. Lillie Carlsen, Miss Muriel 
Hanson, Miss Helen Hanson, Mrs. Martha Rosencrantz and Miss Ella 
Rosengren (all approximately 10 years). 


An attempt is made to select the best lesson material for the Christian 
‘growth of the plants in our garden. Courses from the Augustana Graded, 
the Keystone series, and the Christian Life Course have been used. At 
present the most of our departments are using the Augustana “Word of Life” 
Course, together with Catechism and Bible study. The time for Christian 
instruction has been substantially supplemented by the Daily Vacation 
Church School held for four or five weeks each summer, where the attend- 
ance has reached 125 some years. 

Each Monday evening the teachers have gathered for study and con- 
ference in order to prepare themselves for their important service. The ses- 
sion begins with a Bible study, followed by a conference on some particular 
phase of teaching. From time to time we have participated in the Teachers’ 
Institute of the Northern Chicago District. At present our teachers are taking 
the Augustana Leadership Training Course, first series. One Monday evening 
a month is set aside for Cabinet meetings when the business of the School is 
transacted. Each Monday evening also, our Trustees meet. They are in 
charge of the funds of the School and see to it that the bills are paid. 


From time to time we find that a number of our children have not re- 
-ceived Christian baptism. Miss Verna R. Samuelson, who called in many 
of our Church School homes during her stay with us, was instrumental in 
arranging for the baptism of many of these children. Will we ever forget 
the impressive service on Palm Sunday 1934 when 40 children were brot to 
God in holy baptism? 

As the plants grow and develop in God’s garden, they also bear fruit. 
Our members do not forget the side for “others” in their contribution en- 
velopes. ‘They want to share their blessings with others. Their gifts have 
reached to the “uttermost parts of the world” thru their contributions to the 
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missionaries supported by the children of our Synod. They have also had a 
large part in gathering funds for the Augustana Nursery and the Children’s 
Homes of our Conference. 


One of the requisites for a flourishing garden is room. For a number of 
years the Church School was handicapped by a lack of room, especially for 
the Confirmation and Senior Departments. Many plans and experiments 
were made in an attempt to solve the problem. These departments were 
shifted from place to place. A double session of the Church School was con- 
ducted, with one division meeting at 9:30 A. M. and another at 11 o'clock. 
Finally, in April, 1934, a congregational meeting was called to consider the 
matter of providing additional room for our Church School. The outcome 
of this meeting was the launching of the C-C-C campaign to raise funds for 
Christ, for Church, and for Children. Mr. C. H. Anderson was chosen as 
chairman of the Ways and Means Committee. The raising of funds and 
agreement on building plans took some time, but on June 14, 1936, ground- 
breaking for the new building took place. It was a time of great rejoicing 
when on January 17, 1937, we moved into our new Educational Building. 
Many had sacrificed much in time, effort and financial contributions for the 
cause. As time passes and we observe the many and varied activities for the 
furtherance of God’s Kingdom which are held in this building, we feel 
repaid for this sacrifice, as well as for all that has been done during the past 
ten years for the nurturing of the plants in God’s Garden—our Church 


School.

Our Chorus-Choir has been singing for thirty-five years. During this 
time, among the choir directors under which it has sung, appear the names 
of Dr. Joshua Oden, Mr. George A. Carlson and now Mr. Harry T. Carlson 


who has been organist and director of music for seventeen years. 


From the very beginning, the mission of the Chorus-Choir was to sing 
at the church services, and to heighten the spirit of festivity on other occa- 
sions. To-day the Chorus-Choir is one of the largest and most active of our 
young people’s organizations, with a membership of about sixty-five. It meets 
for rehearsals every Friday evening, and sings every Sunday at church ser- 
vices, always once, and sometimes as many as three and four times. 


The Choir member enjoys, in addition to his association with this fine 
talented group, musical instruction of the very highest order, and under the 
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leadership of Mr. Carlson is benefited by the “teaching of the Word” thru 
the constant repetition of singing from our large repertoire. 


The Choir possesses a musical library which has been built up during 
the course of years, and in which is to be found some of the finest choral 
literature. The compositions of Palestrina, Bach and Handel (16th and 17th 
centuries) to that of the more modern settings of T. Tertius Noble, F. 
Melius Christiansen, Van Denman Thompson, and such Chicago com- 
posers as Protheroe and Sowerby, will be found in this collection. It is in- 
teresting to note that the compositions of Bach, the father of Protestant 
music, are the most numerous in this library, and those of F. Melius Chris- 
tiansen, the most prominent contemporary Lutheran composer, second in 
number. The library has over 400 titles in octavo music, a full complement 
of cantatas and oratorios and collections of Swedish and English songs, and 
it is conservatively valued at thousands of dollars. 


In addition to the rehearsals and services, many social activities are held 
during the year. Quite often church members show their appreciation by 
serving refreshments to the Choir after the rehearsals on Friday evenings. 


The Chorus-Choir is always on the lookout for new material, and wishes 
to encourage our young people who have the talent of song, to join with 
them. 


The Anniversary Year officers have been: Mr. Willard Elmlund, presi- 
dent; Miss Grace Petersen, vice president and alto leader; Miss Florence L. 
Olson, recording secretary; Mr. Oliver Anderson, treasurer; Mrs. Linnea

The Chorus 
is composed of fine, sturdy voices from which we have every reason to be- 
lieve much joy will be had. Mr. Roy Andrews is president of the Chorus.

It is now thirty years since the first Children’s Chorus was organized. 
Miss Hannah Peterson (now Mrs. Hans Olsen), the daughter of Deacon 
Henry Peterson, was the directress at that time. Since then the Children’s 
Chorus has gladdened the hearts of the congregation many times with its 
singing and enthusiastic presentations. Mr. Harry T. Carlson has been in 
charge of the chorus during his regime in Irving Park, and under his skill- 
ful management and careful leadership the chorus has had a high standard 
set before it at all times toward which it has been trained. 


The chorus consists of some seventy members, who, when dressed in 
their black robes with white surplices, make a lovely appearance. It is es- 
pecially at the Christmas evensong, the three-hour service on Good Friday, 
and at the Palm Sunday and Easter services that the chorus makes its 
festive appearances. 


During the Thirty-Fifth Anniversary Year the chorus gave a concert 
at the June Festival.

The Irving Park Lutheran Church has been interested in religious 
drama for many years. Early in its history, religious tableaux were pre- 
sented. Those were the days when we had little or no equipment. Impro- 
vised scenery and artificial chemical flares of various colors were used. Our 
Christmas and Easter programs have always been rich in pageantry. Some 
years ago our Pastor caused a temporary stage to be erected in the church, 
where a series of Sunday evening dramatic sermons was presented. Altho 
the settings and presentations were oftentimes crude, yet they were always 
well received. 

With the fine perception of beauty and musical content which our 
director of music, Mr. Harry T. Carlson, has shown, the Christmas Even- 
songs began to grow more and more into services of the visual as well as 
the aural. It was in 1935 that Mr. Lester Luther was invited to direct a 
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presentation of the story of the birth of Christ. This was beautifully done. 
The following year Mrs. Sophia Swanstrom Young came to us. Her fine 
appreciation of sacred drama and the large experience which she had had, 
made her a valuable asset. Under her direction the Christmas story was en- 
larged and given the name “Immanuel.” We shall not soon forget the 
beautiful pageantry, the descriptive story and the telling message which she, 
together with Mr. Carlson and a comparatively large number of participants 
presented. 


During that winter it was felt that an organization should be effected 
in which the talents and interest in dramatics might be conserved and 
trained. This resulted in the organization of the Religious Drama Guild on 
March 10, 1937, with Dr. Joshua Oden as the honorary chairman, Mr. 
J. Vern Fridlund as the acting chairman, Mrs. Elsa Klarine Moran as vice 
president, Miss Sylvia Peterson as secretary, and Mr. O. Walter Johnson as 

"treasurer. 


The Drama Guild had a program right from the start. In the fall of 
1937 a series of twelve dramatic sermons was presented by the Pastor, which 
the Drama Guild most efficiently and beautifully supported, illustrating the 
Old Testament stories. All this was done under the direction of Mrs. Young. 
“Luther the Emancipator” was also presented twice that fall. It is a graphic 
story of the life of Martin Luther told in no uncertain terms. It received 
city-wide publicity, and the Guild was invited to give it at the Sunday Eve- 
ning Club. In 1938 four presentations were made and we anticipate the 
1939 showing as being of still greater moment. 


In addition to this the Guild has presented many other works of im- 
portance, such as “St. Claudia,” “The Way of Peace,” “The Forgotten 
Christmas Gift,” “Evangeline,” etc., etc. 


The educational and cultural value of the Guild has already made itself 
felt thru the various organizations of the church, raising the standard of 
production and making more keen the appreciation of good drama. 


Mr. J. Vern Fridlund has been re-elected to serve as president of the 
Religious Drama Guild for 1939.

It has often been said that the success of any church organization de- 
pends largely upon its women. The Irving Park Lutheran Church is no 
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exception to this for our own women, as proven by the Ladies Society, have 
had a great deal to do with its development. 


Organized on St. Patrick’s Day, 1904, with Mrs. E. T. Carlson as chair- 
man, there has been one continual march of progress in the building up of 
the Kingdom of God. We have striven to add to our membership, ever in- 
creasing the number who should belong to the Church of God and who 
should help to carry on in His work. 


Financially the Ladies Society has been of great help, doing its bit in 
the church’s call for aid. 


The circles organized within the Society have been of great help. The 
Alpha, Beta, Delta and Martha Circles have done a wonderful work in the 
raising of our pledge of $5,500.00 toward the Educational Building. The 
Society has, in cooperation with the Dorcas Guild, paid for the kitchen equip- 
ment and chairs in the new building. 


Among the many accomplishments of the Ladies Society should be 
mentioned the furnishing of funds for the payment of one of the lots on 
which the church now stands, supplying the pews in the sanctuary, and 
purchasing the house and lot on the southeast corner of Belle Plaine and 
Harding Avenues at a price of $8,250. The house was afterwards torn down 
to give place for the erection of the Educational Building. In addition to this 
a room at the Augustana Hospital has been furnished by the Ladies Society, 
as well as one at the Augustana Home for the Aged. The Ladies Society 
also assumed the defraying of the cost of decorating the interior of the church 
in 1931-32. From time to time the Society has contributed toward the 
Women’s Missionary Society, the Augustana Nursery, the County Infirmary 
at Oak Forest, “De Gamlas Vanner,” and many other causes too numerous 
to mention. 


At its organization the membership numbered fifteen. To-day the active 
membership is well over 125. 


Material success makes interesting reading. The income for the first 
ten years of our existence was $2,908.86, for the ten years ending 1928 
$17,190.65, and for the last ten years $13,528.46. What does the future hold in 
store for us? 


The Society is interested in not only the material, but also the devo- 
tional, and the social moments its members have been privileged to spend 
together have deepened their interest in the Kingdom of God, enhanced their 
spiritual values, and made for a friendship which among some of the women 
will be of eternal value. 
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Mrs. Oden has been president during the anniversary year and has 
been reelected to serve during 1939. The other anniversary year officers were: 
Mrs. Amanda Magnuson, vice president; Mrs. Jennie Anderson, recording 
secretary; Mrs. Hilma Johnson, corresponding secretary; Mrs. Mabel Dyck- 
man, financial secretary; Mrs. Martha Rosencrantz, treasurer; Mrs. Selma 
Johnson, chairman of the membership committee; Mrs. Alma Berglund, 
chairman of the good cheer committee; Mrs. Signe Anderson, chairman of 
the rummage sale committee; Mrs. Hilda Johnson, “De Gamlas Vanner” 
secretary; and Mrs. Gertrude McKean, pianist.

In the autumn of the year 1924, the Ladies Society decided to divide 
its membership into four groups, or circles, for the purpose of getting better 
acquainted and promoting friendship among the members. For the or- 
ganization of the fourth, or last group, Mrs. Hannah Helsing kindly opened 
her home, on December 2, 1924. The chairman of the Ladies Society opened 
the meeting, and the following were unanimously elected to serve the first 
year: Mrs. Hannah Helsing, chairman; Mrs. Ellen Karman, vice chairman; 
Mrs. Mary Wallin, recording secretary; Mrs. Hilda Elmlund, treasurer. It 
was decided to name this group “Martha” after the Martha of Bible fame, 
and like her this group has been busy with many things, such as taking part 
in sales, serving luncheons, holding picnics, and in later years, annually 
serving a “smorgasbord” dinner. Sixteen women were present at the first 
meeting, and the circle now has a membership of thirty. 


This small group has during its existence enriched the treasury of the 
Ladies Society by about $4,500.00, and about $200.00 has been contributed to 
' charity and missions. The Lord has richly blessed the faithful efforts of these 
women.

(Translated from the Swedish) 


When in 1914 the Ladies Society was divided into circles, there were a 
number of women who did not join the three groups set up. Mrs. Carolina 
Lindberg invited these to come to her home in the month of September, with 
the thot in mind of organizing a fourth circle. Fifteen were present at that 
time and expressed their desire that this might be done. Therefore, in the 
month of December, 1914, at the home of Mrs. E. T. Carlson, this group 
adopted the name “Maria Circle,” and elected the following officers: Mrs. 
Carolina Lindberg, chairman; Mrs. E. T. Carlson, secretary; and Mrs. Peter 
A. Carlson, treasurer. It was in 1920 that this circle, at the suggestion of 
Pastor Oden, decided to continue its organization with a new program and 
object before it. Up to this time the circle had turned over its funds to the 
Ladies Society as a part of the contribution which the latter made to the 
congregation. Now the Maria Circle decided to put forth its efforts for the 
cause of missions and benevolences, both within and without the congrega- 
tion. The Bethphage Mission at Axtell, Nebraska, with its service of love 
for the epileptics and cripples, especially gripped the imagination of the 
group, and during the last eighteen years this circle has contributed definite 
sums every year to this God-given work. When the children’s complex of 
buildings was erected there, our Maria Circle was privileged to furnish the 
kitchen with equipment amounting to nearly $500.00. 

It is not only here that the Circle has been privileged to serve, but in 
many other ways it has spread comfort and joy among the sick in the hos- 
pitals, and the needy at Oak Forest. At Christmas time more especially 
these women remember a number of those who probably might be forgotten 
otherwise. Our Maria Circle has gathered some $3,300.00 thru the gifts 
which its members have paid in voluntarily at the monthly meetings, and 
given as these contributions have been, in love, they have been distributed 
in the same spirit. 

To-day there are twenty members in the group who meet every month 
for prayer and meditation, generally under the leadership of the Pastor. All 
of the members are also members of the Ladies Society and other circles. 
Twelve of the original group have been called to their eternal home, but 
the Circle is still vigorous and has had the same chairman all of these twenty- 
four years. During the Thirty-Fifth Anniversary Year Mrs. Sophie Berg 
served as vice chairman, Mrs. Josephine Chindblom as secretary, and Mrs. 
Ida Goranson as treasurer. The Maria Circle still uses the Swedish language.

The Dorcas Guild has a real place in the organization of our church. 
When on February 16, 1921, Dr. Oden called a group of women together to 
organize an English Ladies Society, it was felt that this step was necessary 
in order to take care of a large number of younger married women who were 
vitally interested in our church work. Owing to the fact that the Ladies 
Society used the Swedish language in those days and that many of the 
younger women who had grown away from the Ruth Circle could not 
afhliate with the Ladies Society, the Dorcas Guild had a real place in our 
program. Therefore, after prayerful consideration this organization was 
effected. 

The first president elected was Mrs. Ellen Erickson, who has the dis- 
tinction of being a pioneer leader, and with splendid cooperation the Guild 
began to develop into a fine organization. Its first achievement was the 
placing of the steam table in the parish house kitchen. In 1922 Mrs. Ellen 
Norlin served as president. During this year the Guild contributed $350.00 
toward the decoration of the interior of the church. In 1923 Mrs. Doris Malm- 
berg became the president. The goal set for that year was tower chimes. 
Banks were distributed and the sum of $364.52 was recorded toward the 
Chime Fund. Mrs. Malmberg’s pleasing manner made her an ideal presi- 
dent. In 1924, the writer, Mrs. Irene Dittman, was elected president and 
served four consecutive years in her Master’s work. A sum of $6,154.73 was 
raised during this period and was made a part of the new extension program 
fund on which the Board of Administration had decided for 1925. 

Succeeding presidents and the years of their terms were: 1929, Mrs. 
Selma Carlson; 1930 and 1931, Mrs. Lillie Carlsen; 1932, Mrs. Dorothy Stille; 
1933, Mrs. Emily Fridlund; 1934, Mrs. Ethel Borgeson; 1935, Mrs. Lillian 
Larson; 1936 to 1938, Mrs. Irene Dittman. 

In 1936 the Dorcas Guild assumed the responsibility for $1,800.00 toward 
the cost of the equipment in the Educational Building, and in 1937 had 
$1,300.00 toward this pledge. In 1938 $800.00 was added to this fund. 

The Dorcas Guild meetings are always interesting. They have been of 
more than usual cultural and religious value to the membership. 

The Guild has had a vital part in the erection of the Educational Build- 
ing, with the assurance that in this building program our church leadership 
has had a vision the realization of which is so beneficial to our youth. It 
gives the Guild members comfort to know that their part has not been a 
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menial one. Thru prayer and hard, diligent work, much has been accom- 
plished. To our Heavenly Father be the praise for bringing us this inspira- 
tion. The work of the Dorcas Guild is that of the upbuilding of the King- 
dom of God, and He Who is at the helm of His gospel ship will guide us 
into the peaceful haven of a work “well done.” 


Officers serving during 1938 were: Mrs. Dittman, president; Mrs. Esther 
Lindstrand, vice president; Mrs. Alida Gustke, recording secretary; Mrs. 
Esther Larson, financial secretary; Mrs. Alice Carlson, treasurer; Mrs. Edith 
B. Johnson, corresponding secretary; Mrs. Mabel Swanlund, Augustana 
Nursery secretary; Mrs. Hilda Andrews, Good Cheer chairman; Mrs. Alice 
Carlson, pianist; Mrs. Eleanor Ripka, reporter; Mrs. Selma Carlson, chair- 
man of reception committee; Mrs. Alice Rapp, chairman of membership 
committee; and Mrs. Lillian Larson, chairman for “chair” subscriptions. 
Mrs. Dittman has been re-elected to serve as president of the Guild for 1939.

- The Dorcas Guild membership is divided into three groups, two of 
which meet monthly at the homes of the members. These circles have been 
of unusual benefit to the members. A Bible study is always presented at each 
meeting by some members of the staff, and many helpful lessons have been 
lifted out and applied. In addition to this, the Circles have carefully dis- 
cussed their programs of activity, and a beautiful spirit of harmony has been 
prevalent. 

Mrs. Marcella Peters served as chairman of the Fidelis Circle during 
1938, Mrs. Laura Nelson of the Friendship Circle, and Mrs. Beatrice Roberg 
Johnson of the Gloria Dei Circle. Mrs. Signe Helstrom has been elected to 
head out the Fidelis Circle for 1939, Mrs. Marie Kind the Friendship Circle, 
and Mrs. Johnson reelected to the chairmanship of the Gloria Dei group, 
which meets in the Educational Building.

Ruts I. Larson 


On Lincoln’s birthday, in the year 1909, seven young women met with 
the Pastor and organized the “Ruth Circle,” adopting as a motto—“Reaching 
Up To Heaven Can Inspire Right Church Loyalty Everywhere,” the first 
letters of the words spelling the name of the circle. Miss Lydia Johnson was 
elected as the first president. 
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The Ruth Circle meets the second Thursday evening of each month at 
the home of a member. The meetings are opened with scripture reading 
and prayer, and at times a Bible study is presented. Discussion of ways and 
means of being of assistance to the congregation is always a part of the busi- 
ness sessions, and a social time and refreshments conclude an evening’s 
program. 


The Circle has adopted many customs during its existence, of which a 
few are mentioned, viz., the placing of two flowers on the altar each Sunday 
morning; honoring the mothers by placing a bouquet of flowers in the 
chancel each Mothers’ Day; bringing flowers or other gifts to members when 
ill; remembering each Ruth Circle bride with a “shower” and gift. 


Many entertainments have been prepared and sponsored by the Ruth 
Circle for the raising of funds. A variety of social events have been held to 
interest the membership, and athletic games and matches of different kinds 
have been arranged within the group. 


In addition to the many recorded cash contributions to the church, the 
Ruth Circle paid for the decorating of the interior of our first building in 
1910; presented the pulpit and altar to the congregation in 1912; furnished 
the mothers’ room in our present church building in 1922; placed two 
pedestals in the chancel in 1925; provided the funds for the remodeling of 
the church office in 1930; paid for the carpeting of the sanctuary in 1931; 
and it has also paid for the stage equipment in the Educational Building. 


_ The Ruth Circle has also lent its help and good cheer outside of the 
congregation. It has visited the Lutheran Children’s Home at Joliet bringing 
gifts for the boys and girls. During the war the Ruth Circle did Red Cross 
work and is still known as Chapter No. 348 on the records of the American 
Red Cross. It cheered the boys who were serving their country at this time 
with gifts of various kinds. This group was also privileged to make a sub- 
stantial contribution toward the Girls’ Dormitory at Augustana College at 
Rock Island. For a long period of time monthly gifts were sent to a young 
~woman in a sanitarium at Denver, and to an invalid at Augustana Hospital, 
as well as to two old people. Bethphage Mission at Axtell, Nebraska, and 
Edward Hines Jr. Hospital have also benefited by the generosity of the Ruth 
Circle girls. The furnishings of a room at Augustana Hospital are credited 
to them. Our two young women who went to Africa as missionaries have 
been recipients of numerous gifts from the hands of this Circle. Each Christ- 
mas a substantial gift is made toward the charity program of the church, 
and a sum donated toward Christmas cheer for the children of our mis- 
sionaries. 
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The Ruth Circle extends a cordial invitation to all the young women 
of the church to join with them in carrying on helpful endeavors in the 


future.

It was in December, 1934, that the girls of the 1933 confirmation class 
decided to form an organization in which they might work together as 
Christians, Co-workers, and Comrades, uniting their efforts in social and mis- 
sionary work. The decision resulted in the Tri-C organization, which has 
taken an active interest in the inner mission work of our city and in the 
foreign mission fields especially of Africa. 


The girls have met once a month for their business meetings and for 
the Christian fellowship which has been theirs. They have enjoyed working 
together toward such goals as the support of a native girl in Africa, the

_ The Lutheran Brotherhood of our church was organized with ten mem- 
bers on April 22, 1904, at the home of Mr. and Mrs. E. T. Carlson, by the 
Reverend Sven Pearson, who was elected as its first chairman. Mr. L. M. 
Nelson was elected vice chairman, Mr. Aaron Olson, secretary, and Mr. F. 
Edward Chindblom, treasurer. It was decided to meet monthly and the 
dues were set at 25c per month. The name agreed upon was The Building 
Society (“Byggnads Foreningen”). Why this name was decided on we do 
not know, as there was as yet nothing then on which to build. At a meeting 
-on January 13, 1905, it was decided to change the name to the Finance So- 
ciety, and this was later changed to the Men’s Club. During the World 
War the name of Irving Park Lutheran Brotherhood was adopted. Later 
it seems it was known as Irving Park Lutheran Church Men. However, the 
name of Irving Park Lutheran Brotherhood is now again used. 

A spirit of deep interest for the welfare of the church has always per- 
meated our Brotherhood. To begin with, financial help was greatly needed 
for the running of the church. The first task undertaken by the society was 
the payment of the furnace in the first church building. After that it con- 
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tributed $500 for the purchase of the lot where the parsonage now stands. 
Next it undertook the raising of $3,000 toward the $100,000 Illinois Confer- 
ence Church Extension Fund. The Brotherhood also contributed substan- 
tially toward the payment of the church debt before the erection of the 
present church building could be begun, and again assumed the responsibility 
for installing a heating plant. Owing to our Pastor’s keen interest in the 
Chicago Lutheran Bible School, the Brotherhood took an active part in the 
raising of funds for this institution. The raising of money has not been one 
of the strong points of the society, but its record of achievement along this 
line cannot be ignored. 


The Brotherhood meets once a month for fellowship and wholesome 
entertainment, as well as for the strengthening of cultural and religious 
bonds. The regular programs have been of high order, with speakers of 
national reputation. Occasionally there have been debates between members 
or with other men’s organizations. There have been Fathers and Sons ban- 
quets, outings, and golf tournaments. For a number of years it has sponsored 
Christmas parties where children have been invited for jolly good times. 

The following have served as chairmen of the Brotherhood: Rev. Sven 
Pearson, Dr. K. A. Danell, Dr. M. Wahlstrom, Dr. Joshua Oden who served 
for several years. In 1917 Mr. Martin Turnquist was elected and served until 
his death on November 2, 1918, when Mr. Robert E. Landon Sr. became 
chairman. In 1920 Mr. Elmer Newberg was elected, after which Dr. Oden 
was again asked to take the chair. In 1921 Mr. L. M. Nelson served, in 1922 
Mr. Harold F. Johnson was elected, 1923 Mr. Philip Malmberg, 1924 Mr. 
K. E. Westberg, 1925 Mr. Harold F. Johnson, 1926 Mr. Adolf Fors, who was 
succeeded by Mr. C. W. Soderstorm, 1929 Mr J. Vern Fridlund, 1931 Mr. 
E. T. Stille, 1932 Mr. William E. Rapp, 1933-34 Mr. Oscar Lindstrand, 1935 
Mr. Henry L. Magnuson, 1936 Mr. Adolf Fors. During this anniversary 
year Mr. Carl Hjalmar Lundquist has served as chairman, and Mr. William 
L. Cashman has been elected to head out the Brotherhood for 1939.

With the completion of our Educational Building came the reorganizing 
of a group of young men from the Senior Luther League into what is now 
known as the Young Men’s Club. This group was begun for the purpose 
of promoting athletics among the young men of the church who were later

gustana Synod. 

In the fall of 1936, the Young Men’s Club entered a basketball team 
in the Augustana Lutheran Fellowship League which is comprised of eight 
church teams in the Northern and Western Chicago districts. Under the 
captaincy of Walter Worthington, the team enjoyed a fine season and fin- 
ished close to the first division. The summer of 1937 found the softball 
team of this club earning the name of “the team that never quits.” 


The basketball team of 1937 suffered a great loss at the beginning of 
the season, when Roland Anderson, center, a man held high in the esteem 
of his fellow teammates for his good sportsmanship and energetic playing, 
was called to his reward.

Miss Evangeline Carlson (now Mrs. Oliver Goldsmith) was 
elected president; Miss Lorraine McKean (Mrs. Robert Yell) vice-presi- 
dent; Miss Eleanor Landon, secretary; and Miss Violet Goranson, treasurer. 
The purpose of this society is to make a study of the countries and especially 
the fields in which the Augustana Synod is doing missionary work, and to, 
with its gifts, encourage our missionaries in their work. 


The name originally chosen by this group was “Torchbearers,” but it 
has recently been changed to the “Onus Girls”, “onus” meaning obligation, 
or duty, the letters of which form the beginning of words for their motto— 
Others, Not Us, Society. 


Various forms of entertainments have been given to raise funds for 
the missionary apportionment, and social gatherings have helped to add a 
great deal of interest which the members take in the society. The girls 
loyally support the annual congress held by the Young Women’s Mission- 
ary Societies of the Northern Chicago District, and have a part in the candle-

Missionary instruction among the children of our congregation has been 
carried on during the past ten years thru the Junior Mission Society as a 
part of the great junior organization of the Augustana Synod. Its purpose 
is to disseminate information among the children regarding missionary work 
in the inner, home and foreign fields. The contributions received are used 
for the spreading of God’s Word and the Christian education of those at- 
tending mission schools thruout the world.

The largest organization in the church, having a membership exceeded 
in number only by that of the congregation itself, is the Confirmands So- 
city. Its history goes back to the 10th day of June, 1905, when it was or- 
ganized with the confirmation class of 1905 and the pastor of the church 
as the first members. Its membership has been added to from year to year 
as classes of children and adults have been confirmed, and the records show 
that 1756 have at some time been recorded on its rolls, of whom 267 received 
their instruction as adults in the fundamental doctrines of the Church. Dr. 
Karl A. Danell served as the Society’s first chairman, Miss Isabella Anderson 
as vice chairman, and Mr. Oscar M. Anderson as secretary. 


The purpose of the organization as set forth in the early records is that

This the Confirmands Society has endeavored to do by an- 
nually sending out calls to the reunions, where acquaintances are renewed 
and many who have become careless in their spiritual welfare are brot back 
into the fellowship and service of the church.

Carlson, vice chairman; Miss Mae Swanson, Recording Secretary; Miss Grace

The American Red Cross chapter dates back to the time of the war, 
when, under the auspices of our Ruth Circle, many things were done for 
the work of the alleviation of suffering in which the Red Cross is always 
interested.

_ On the pulpit side is a large cross, and on the organ side a large crown, all 
of which have formed the permanent decoration for the year. The first

During these thirty-five years the congregation has grown from a hand- 
ful of members to that of the largest congregation in the Augustana Synod.

Its physical and 
material growth has therefore been of a marked progress. 


During the first half of the year we celebrated the first of the “Golden 
Age Birthday Festivals,” and it was on Sunday, February 20, that some 
seventy-five of our membership who had reached the golden age of seventy 
years and over, and whose birthdays occur during the first half of the year, 
were our guests, and some two hundred more had gathered to celebrate this 
happy event together with them. Pastor Philip Thelander, an octogenarian, 
was the speaker at this time. 

On Sunday, November 20, those whose birthdays occurred after June 
30 and who were seventy years of age and over were the honored guests, 
and a large number accepted the invitation. At this time another eighty-year 
old pastor, Dr. J. Jesperson, gave the address.

At the annual meeting in 1937, the congregation gave Pastor the priv- 
. ilege of appointing a small committee to have charge of the setting up of 
a Memorial Chapel. The committee consists of Mr. L. M. Nelson, Mr. Robert 
E. Landon, Mr. E. T. Stille, Mr. C. H. Anderson, and Mrs. Charles H. 
Rosberg. 


The thot leading to the establishment of this chapel was born in a small 
memorial chapel found among the hills of Switzerland. Europe is full of 
such chapels, but the beautiful one that gave us this impetus was of about 
the proportions that ours will have, and in which the loving dead had been 
memorialized. The object is to perpetuate in a graphic way the memory of 
those who have left this life. 


The chapel which we are contemplating will contain memorial windows, 
memorial furniture such as an altar, chancel rail, baptismal font, fourteen 
pews, altar furnishings, candelabras, etc. Each piece of furniture will be 
dedicated to the memory of the one in remembrance of whom it has been 
installed. Memorial tablets will grace the walls. A stone floor will be placed 
which will be dedicated to the memory of some departed one. There will be 
room for a small organ. We need three thousand dollars before the chapel 


~. can be begun, and as soon as this sum has been received, the Memorial 


Chapel will become a reality. After that we are assured that our people will 
be so much interested in it that they will want to remember their departed 
loved ones in this way. In a number of wills the chapel has been remem- 
bered. The chapel will be used for small weddings and baptisms, and will 
be continually open for quiet meditation.
